| THE- EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN PRINCETON 
PRIOR TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF TRINITY PARISH 


Prepared by Mr. Netson R. Burr 


The Episcopal Church barely existed in New Jersey before 1700. 
It made practically no progress until after the establishment of the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, in 1701-2. 
At first there were two immense missionary parishes, East Jersey and 
West Jersey; the latter including the country around Princeton. For 
many years after 1700 the Church grew slowly in New -Jersey. 

Churchmen around Princeton enjoyed occasional. ministrations 
from itinerant missionaries in. Pennsylvania and West Jersey. These 
clergymen visited Hunterdon County, then including this region, par- 
ticularly at Trenton, Amwell, and Hopewell, before 1750. The visits 
of the Reverend Mr. Howie, of Oxford in Pennsylvania, and of Mr. 
Lindsay, an itinerant: missionary, are notable. 

Trenton and its neighborhood had more regular services, after 
1750, from the Reverend) Michael Houdin, a former priest of the 
Roman Church. He officiated at Trenton, Allentown, Bordentown, 
Amwell, and: probably other places, and was considered a worthy and 
learned missionary. Later he was transferred to the French congrega- 
tion of~New Rochelle, in New York,. : 3 

A. missionary was: located at Trenton and Maidenhead (Law- 
renceville) in 1763 and 1764. This was the Reverend Mr. Treadwell, 
who ministered at those places and at Allentown. Probably the few 
churchmen in and around Princeton attended when he visited Maiden- 
head, or occasionally even went to Trenton. Mr. Treadwell died, 
emuch=lamented,* in, 1.765. | } 

The Princeton churchmen were locally served by the Reverend 
William Thomson, who lived at ‘Trenton for several years after 1768, 
and in one of his letters reported to the Society that he had visited 
“Prince -Town.” His ministrations here must have been brief, for in 
1774 it was announced that he had accepted a living in Maryland. 
His successor at “T’renton was the Reverend Mr. Panton. 
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The New Jersey Church was almost destroyed by the Revolution. 
The clergy were generally Loyalists, and most of them were obliged 
to close their churches and flee. By 1779 all but three of them had 
abandoned the province. After that date the Trenton mission was 
vacant, and for many years the Princeton churchmen could have had 
few if any regular services. 

The Church in New Jersey was very weak after the Revolution. 
In 1785 only three clergymen attended the annual convention, and 
for thirty years there was no bishop. The Church was under a cloud 
because of its recent Loyalism, and because English financial aid was 
withdrawn, the S. P. G. having turned its efforts to Canada and other 
places. Real expansion came only after the consecration to the episco- 


pate of the Rt. Rev. John Croes, D, D., in 1815. 


Signs of revival in Princeton appeared before that date. In 1811 
Mr. Lewis Pintard Bayard of Princeton was admitted as a candidate 
for Holy Orders and licensed as a lay reader in the vacant churches 
of the diocese. He was made a deacon in 1812, and priest in 1815, in 
Trinity Church at Newark, of which he soon became the Rector. 
During his residence in Princeton he might have performed services 
for the local Episcopalians, 

The Princeton churchmen started to establish a parish about 1827, 
but no details of their meetings for that purpose are available, The 
meeting of August 16, 1827 resulted in the appointment of a com- 
mittee to secure subscriptions, and forty-three persons pledged sums 
varying from five dollars to five hundred dollars, But there seems to 
be no definite evidence that those funds ever were collected. 

Episcopalian services probably were performed between 1827 and 
1833, when the parish was definitely organized, for a clergyman lived 
in Princeton between 1830 and 1832. He was the Reverend Charles 
Henry Alden, the principal of a female seminary. Within a short 
time he moved to the Diocese of Pennsylvania. Although there seems - 
to be no definite record of the fact, possibly he conducted services 
here. Since the churchmen already had shown their desire for a parish 
organization, it seems improbable that they neglected that opportunity 
for regular services. 
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TRINITY PARISH: 1833 — 1933

August 16, 1827, an unsuccessful attempt to organize a parish in 
Princeton was made at a meeting at John Joline’s (now the Nassau 
Inn). Mr. Robert F. Stockton was appointed chairman and Mr. John 
R. Thomson secretary. A committee, composed of Mr. Stockton, Mr. 
Thomson, Mr. John Potter, Captain James Renshaw and Mr. Samuel 
J. Bayard, was chosen to open a subscription book, and to select and 
purchase property upon which a church might be built. An insufficient 
sum would seem to have been subscribed. } 

January 1, 1533, at public meeting held at John Joline’s- fur- 
ther discussion of the advisability of establishing a parish in Princeton 
took place. Mr. Stockton. and Mr. Thomson were again chairman 
and secretary respectively. A committee was selected, composed of Mr. 
Stockton, Mr. Thomson, Mr. Potter, Mr. Charles. Steadman, Dr. 
Jared I. Dunn and°C. Houston Van Cleve, to confer with the newly 
consecrated: Bishop of New Jersey, the Rt, Rev. George W. Doane, 
Dab. | 3 | 

February 16, 1833, the approval of the Bishop to the proposal of 
the meeting of January 1 was reported by Mr. Potter. It was also 
reported that the. committee had purchased from Mr. Samuel W. 
Stockton for the sum of twelve hundred dollars a property on Mercer 
Street to be used for church purposes. 

February 23, 1833, the subscription book was authorized at a 
meeting held at the home of Mr. R. F. Stockton. “All Christian 
brethren” in Princeton and elsewhere were to be asked to contribute. 

March 23, 1833, wardens and vestrymen were elected to serve 
until Easter Monday, 1834. Those chosen were: Mr. Steadman and 
Dr. Dunn, Wardens; Mr. Van Cleve, Mr. Potter, Mr. R. F. 
Stockton, Mr. Thomson and Mr. Charles W. Taylor. Mr. Potter 
was made chairman of the vestry and Mr. Thomson secretary. The 
subscription book was ofhcially opened. Nearly six thousand dollars 
was soon subscribed, the largest individual pledge being that of Mr. 
Potter, 
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May 11, 1833; the organtzation of the Parish was completed at 
a meeting held at the Town House, called “to form a corporate body 
and to designate the name of title by which the intended church shall 
be known.” Mr. Potter presided, and Bishop Doane was present. ‘he 
name of “Trinity Church in the Borough of Princeton” was adopted. 
The late Dr. Baker in his history of the parish remarks: “The name 
‘Trinity’ was selected because of the favor with which at that time the 
erroneous views of the Unitarians were received by educated people 
in the Eastern and Middle States.” The building committee was ap- 
pointed: Mr. Potter, Mr, Steadman and Dr, Dunn. Mr. Potter was 
also chosen to be the treasurer of the parish and with Mr. Richard 5. 
Field was elected a deputy to the Diocesan Convention. 

July 4, 1833, the laying of the cornerstone took place with 
Bishop Doane officiating, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Bayard of New York 
and several clergy of this diocese. During the construction of the 
church, services were held at “Prospect” and “Morven.” The builder 
of the church was Mr. Steadman, who also planned and constructed a 
number of other buildings in Princeton. The cost was nearly eight 
thousand dollars, the deficit being subscribed. 

September 23, 1834, the consecration of the church took place. 
Morning Prayer was read; the Holy Communion was celebrated by 
Bishop Doane assisted by the Bishop of North Carolina and others; 
the preacher was the aged Bishop of Pennsylvania, the Rt. Rev. 
William White, D.D., who forty-eight years before had been conse- 
crated, in Lambeth Palace Chapel, the second bishop of the American 
episcopate. Thomas March Clark, then a student in the Princeton 
Seminary, subsequently Bishop of Rhode Island and Presiding Bishop 
of the American Church, was the organist. The certificate of consecra- 
tion now hangs in the sacristry. 

December 18, 1834, the Rev. George Emlen Hare was instituted 
by Bishop Doane as the first rector of the parish. At the same time he - 
confirmed three persons. Shortly afterwards work was started at Rocky 
Hill. During the eight and one half years of Mr. Hare’s rectorship 
the number of communicants increased from eleven to fifty-one. 

June 19, 1843, the resignation of Mr. Hare was accepted. 
Clergy who officiated at the time of the vacancy included the Rev. 
Dr. Forbes, the Rev. Dr. Seabury of the General Theological Semin- 
ary, New York, the Rev. Dr. Wainwright, later Provisional Bishop 
of New York and the Rev. Dr. Odenheimer, later Bishop of New 
Jersey. 
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September 4, 1843, “A parsonage house’ was authorized by the 
vestry, to be built at a cost of five thousand dollars. Mr. Potter was 
requested to secure this sum; he borrowed from himself and did not 
ask repayment. 

September 2, 1844, a ten thousand dollar gift was made to the 
parish by Mr. Potter and his sons Mr. James Potter and Mr. Thomas 
F. Potter and by Mr. R. F. Stockton, under the following condition: 
“Should in after time this church become sectarian in doctrine and 
different from the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
as now established, then in that case this subscribed fund shall be for- 
feited and given up forever.” 

December 2, 1544, the Rev. Andrew Bell Paterson, D. D., was 
instituted by Bishop Doane to be the second rector of the parish. Plate 
collections began with his rectorship. At this time there is the first 
mention of the attendance at church services by college students. 
Among these was Abram Newkirk Littlejohn, later Bishop of Long 
Island, who was brought into the church by Dr. Paterson. In 1849 
the Parish School, begun some years earlier, was reorganized and a 
school house built. This is the oldest part of the present church 
buildings and is now known as the Sunday School Room. The money 
for its construction was raised by popular subscription. Dr, Paterson 
resigned October 6, 1851. 

May 3, 1852, the Rev. Joshua Peterkin was called to the rector- 
ship. His ministry was of short duration; he resigned on January 8, 
1855. 

March 24, 1855, the Rev. William Dent Hanson arrived ‘in 
Princeton to be the fourth rector of the parish. His was a ministry 
of quiet and faithful labor, without notable incident. Early in his 
rectorship he baptized Mr. Henry P. Clayton, now the senior vestry- 
man and probably the oldest living person baptized in this parish. Mr. 
Hanson resigned on September 7, 1859. 

November 29, 18509, the Rev. William Armstrong Dod, D. D., 
was called to the rectorship, and was instituted by Bishop Odenheimer, 
who had succeeded Bishop Doane, on May 10, 1861. In 1859 the 
parish contributed fifty-six hundred dollars to the Episcopal Fund of 
the diocese. During this time the Rev. William G. Andrews became 
Assistant to the Rector and priest-in-charge of Trinity Church, Rocky 
Hill. In 1863 work was started at Princeton Basin. A Sunday School

built in 1868-70 before additions to the property. From a picture earlier than 
1894, 
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was begun and Evening Prayer was read every Sunday evening. In 
Lent, 1866, Dr. Dod resigned the rectorship. 

Easter, 1866, the Rev. Alfred Britten Baker began his long rec- 
torship, which was to last until 1914. 

June 19, 1867, plans for a new church building, together with a 
gift of ten thousand dollars, were submitted to the vestry by Miss 
Alice Potter on her marriage to Mr. J. Dundas Lippincott. Further 
contributions followed soon after, and the plans which had_ been 
drawn by R. M. Upjohn with the assistance of the Rev. John Henry 
Hopkins, Jr., D. D. were accepted by the vestry. Mr. Richard S. 
Conover, Mr. Henry W. Leard and Mr. Joseph Olden, and later 
Mr. Joseph H. Bruere were appointed the building committee. In 
the early spring of 1868 the old church was torn down, and in April 
work was begun on the new building. Services were held in the Parish 
School Building, the school having been temporarily discontinued, On 
July 4, 1868, the thirty-fifth anniversary of the laying of the corner- 
stone of the former building, Bishop Odenheimer laid the cornerstone 
of the new church. It was erected at a cost of about thirty-five thou- 
sand dollars, completed to the base of the tower. 

June 7, 1870, the consecration of the new church took place. 
Bishop Odenheimer officiated, preaching and celebrating the Holy 
Communion, The choirs of Christ Church, New York, and Christ 
Church, South: Amboy, joined in the service. Mr. Francis S$. Conover 
(the father of Mrs, Willard H. Bradford and Miss Juliana S. Con- 
over) read the Instrument of Donation. The certificate of consecration 
is to be found in the sacristry. Shortly after the consecration the 
weekly celebration of the Holy Communion was begun and regular 
week day services instituted. The first marriage in the new church 
was that of Mr. Edwin White and Miss Antonia IT. Emmons. Mrs. 
White is still a faithful communicant of the parish. 

In 1871, the Rector’s Aid Society was organized among the stu- 
dents of the college. They took over a large part of the work of the 
church at the Basin; and assisted Mr. Baker in the opening of the 
church at Sand Hills, where the cornerstone of a church building 
was laid on St. Barnabas’ Day, 1872. This society was the fore-runner 
of the St. Paul’s Society. 


In 1874 and 1875, completion of the fabric was made possible 
through two donations: Mrs, Thomas F. Potter the carving on the 
columns, and Mrs. J. Dundas Lippincott the completed tower. In

1877 Mr. Lippincott presented a perpetual insurance policy on the 
church buildings. Improvements in the nave were made through a 
bequest of Mrs. Potter. A beautiful chalice, decorated with the jewels 
of Mrs. Potter, was given at this time by Mrs. Lippincott. 

October 17, 1878, fire destroyed the nave. The repairs were for 
the most part covered by the insurance. The church was reopened in 
January, 1870. 

November 14, 1882, a musical festival was held with all the 
choirs of the diocese participating. The Rev. W. H. Cook of Trinity 
Church, New York, was the preacher. 

Trinity Sunday, 1883, the Fiftieth Anniversary of the parish was 
observed; On that day two services were held; and on the Monday 
following there was a reception at the Rectory. Bishop Scarborough, 
who had succeeded Bishop Odenheimer in 1875 when the diocese was 
divided, was present at the anniversary. Mr. Baker gives the following 
statistics: present communicants, 220; total ministrations since 1833, 
922 baptisms, 532 confirmations, 129 marriages and 335 burials. He 
also reports nine active parish organizations. 

In 1887, the roof of the Parish Building was raised to provide 
additional room for the activities of the parish. At this time mention 
is made of the assignment of pews for college students. 

Easter Monday, 1891, the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of Mr. 
Baker’s rectorship was observed, There was a service in the church, 
followed by a reception for Mr. and Mrs. Baker at the Rectory. 

In 1893, The Trinity Record, the first parish paper, appeared 
under the auspices of the Trinity Guild, a group of young men under 
the direction of Professor Willard Humphreys. It was published for 
more than ten years, 

All Saints Day, 1805, The Parish Building, made possible by 
the gift of Mrs, Lippincott, was dedicated as the “Potter Memorial 
House.” The cornerstone had been laid one year earlier by Bishop 
Scarborough. Mrs. Lippincott died while the new building was under 
construction. A tablet was placed by the vestry in her memory. For 
some time an imperative need had been felt for such a building; for 
several years past rooms in a nearby house had been used by parish 
organizations, The cloister, joining the church to the Parish Building, 
was also built at this time. 


In 1807, a full time assistant to the rector came to the parish. 
Originally the salary of the assistant was paid by one member of the 
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THE CHURCH AND PARISH BUILDINGS 
before the lengthening of the nave; the heightening of the. tower. and the 
deepening of the chancel. From a picture after 1895, 
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parish; on the death of the donor four. others assumed this responsi- 
bility for several years; later it was made a part of the regular 
parochial charges. The Rev. Charles S. Fackenthall held this office 
until 1901. Previously the rector had been assisted from time to time 
by his brother, the Rev. Lewis C. Baker (the father. of Mrs. John P. 
Cuyler). Mr.. Fackenthall was succeeded in 1902 by the Rev. Harvey 
Officer, Jr., who, as student chaplain also, enlarged the work of the 
parish among undergraduates, 

- May 9, 1899, The Diocesan Convention met in Princeton as the 
guest of the parish. Bishop: Scarborough presided, and an address was 
made by the Rt; Rev. ‘Ozi W. Whitaker, D. D., Bishop of Pennsyl- 
vania. At the invitation of President Francis L. Patton, the conven- 
tion visited the university grounds; they were welcomed on behalf of 
the: president by. the Rev. Charles: W. Shields, D. D., (the father of 
Mrs. Bayard Stockton), a professor in the university, who the year 
before had been ordained to the priesthood of the church, 

In 1906, the Fortieth Anniversary of Dr. Baker’s rectorship was 
observed. A “Thank Offering” of the men of the parish for the mis- 
sionary work of the church was raised in this year. The Rev. Ralph B. 
Pomeroy was elected as assistant and student chaplain to take the place 
of. the Rev. Harvey Officer, Jr., who had ‘resigned. . 

~ May.10 and 11, 1908, the Seventy-fifth Anniversary of the 
parish was observed. On the Sunday, a corporate communion of the 
parish was held; at the Choral. Eucharist at 11:00 an historic sermon 
was preached by Dr. Baker; a service for the guilds and societies. of 
the parish took place in the evening. On the Monday, the Holy Com- 
munion was celebrated’ in. commemoration of the founders and 
benefactors; historic tablets were unveiled at an afternoon service; in 
the evening Choral Evensong was followed by a Parish Reception. The 
offering was for the enlargement of the church. 


May 8, 1910, the foundation wall for an extended nave was laid. 
So early as 1902 the advisibility of making some arrangement for 
increased seating capacity had been discussed by the vestry. A committee 
composed of the Rector, Mr. Lippincott, Mr. Bayard Stockton and 
Mr. M. Taylor Pyne had been appointed for this purpose. On _ his 
death in 1905. Mr. Lippincott left to the parish twenty-one thousand 
dollars, in memory of the “Family of Thomas Potter.”” In 1906 -an 
appeal was made for.additional funds. The following year the Green 
property, adjoining the church-yard, and Ivy Hall were purchased, at 
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a total cost of forty-one thousand dollars. Several plans for the ex- 
tension were considered; the final decision was made and the contract 
awarded on May 1, 1910. This, when completed, greatly enlarged 
as well as beautified the church building. 

May 11, 1913, redecoration of the church was authorized by the 
vestry. The chief work was the placing of new pews in the old part 
of the nave and in the transepts. 

July 4, 1914, the resignation of Dr. Baker, which was presented 
on March 3, 1913, took effect. On the same day the cornerstone of a 
new choir and sanctuary was laid, The new chancel, designed by Cram 
and Ferguson, was the gift of Mr. George A. Armour, “to the greater 
glory of God and for the proper worship of the Holy Trinity, in 
behalf of the congregation as an expression of affectionate appreciation 
of the long and faithful services of the Rev. Dr. Alfred B. Baker 
and his wife, Mrs, Emelia Stubbs Baker.” 

July 5, 1914, the Rev. Ralph Brouwer Pomeroy became the 
seventh rector of the parish. In September, 1915, the Rev. Robert 
Williams became assistant and student chaplain, in succession to the 


Rev. Emmons P. Burrill. 


May 12, 1915, the consecration of the Chancel and Lady Chapel 
was held. At the same time the tower over the crossing had been 
heightened through the generosity of the same donor. The Rt. Rev. 
Paul Matthews, D. D., the present Bishop of New Jersey, who had 
been consecrated shortly before to succeed the late Bishop Scarborough, 
oficiated. The Holy Communion was celebrated, and the Rev. William 
T. Manning, D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, New York, and the 
present Bishop of New York, was the preacher. 

Easter Day, 1915, the chimes were rung for the first time. The 
gift of a number of members of the parish, some of whom had been 
saving for years for this purpose, there are ten bells, so that complete 
hymn tunes may be played. The chime sounds every quarter hour 
throughout the day, controlled by an electric clock. 

April 8, 1918, the Rev. Robert Williams was elected to be the 
eighth rector of the parish, and was instituted on St. Andrew’s Day, 
November 30, by the bishop of the diocese. Since October 1, 1917 he 


had been the priest-in-charge of the parish, following the resignation of 
the Rev. R. B. Pomeroy. 


October 12, 1910, The Trinity Bulletin was inaugurated. The 
Bulletin has been published regularly since that time, giving the 
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kalendar and services, and information regarding the activities of the 
parish and its organizations. Mr. V. Lansing Collins, Secretary of the 
university, a communicant of this parish and an adviser of the rector, 
was for many years the secretary of the vestry. In 1919, Mr. Archibald 
D. Russell, and in 1921, Mr. M. Taylor Pyne, faithful communicants 
vestrymen and generous benefactors, died. 

Easter Day, 1922, the War Memorial given by the congregation 
and dedicated to the eight members of the parish who gave their lives 
in the Great War, was unveiled at the 7:00 celebration of the Holy 
Communion. The memorial is an organ screen, designed by Cram and 
Ferguson and executed by Irving and Casson, is of carved oak poly- 
chromed, and fills an arch in the south transept. It commemorates the 
patriotic service of Hobart A. H. Baker, Henry H. Clayton, Vernon 
ieee) VWVilliam «J. McVey, David H. Scott, Arthur R. Taber; 
Stephen M. Tyson, and John H. Westcott, Jr. In this same year, Mr. 
Albert S. Leigh (the father of Miss Adelia B. Leigh), for many 
years a vestryman, died in Princeton. In December, Mr. Joseph Priest 
(the father of Mr. Carlton Priest and Miss Sarah Priest) died. He 
had been for many years a vestryman and clerk; he was at one time 
Junior Warden. 

March 19, 1928 the William Alexander Procter Foundation for 
work among the undergraduates of Princeton University was insti- 
tuted through an agreement made between Bishop and Mrs. Matthews 
and the vestry of this parish. For many years the rector or the assistant 
to the rector had also been the student chaplain. Now provision was 
made for a full time chaplain, partially associated with the parish. The 
house at 53 University Place was purchased for this work. The St. 
Paul’s Society, founded so many years before by Dr. Baker, was con- 
tinued as a constituent’ part of the Foundation. More recently the 
student work has been placed under diocesan rather than parochial 
auspices. The Rev. John Crocker has for the past three years been 
the chaplain on the Foundation; he is also a canon of Trinity Cathe- 
dral, Trenton, 

June 15, 1924, the work of the choir was greatly expanded and 
improved with the appointment of Mr. Raymond E. Rudy as the or- 
ganist and choirmaster of the parish. He had formerly been assistant 
to the organist and choirmaster of the Chapel of the Intercession, 


Trinity Parish, New York. 
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May 18, 1928, Mr. Bayard Stockton, Senior Warden of the par- 
‘sh and a member of the vestry since 1879, died at “Morven.” For 
many years he also served as treasurer of the parish, The funeral was 
held at the church, with the Rt. Rev. Albion W. Knight, D. D., 
Bishop-coadjutor of the diocese, the rector and others officiating. 

July 30, 1928, the death of Dr. Baker, who had continued as 
rector emeritus since his resignation in. 1914, occurred. The vestry 
had requested him to live for the rest of his life in the Rectory; thus 
for sixty-two years he was indelibly associated with the life of the 
parish. He was buried from Trinity Church on August 2, Bishop 
Knight, the rector and others officiating. Friends of Dr. Baker in 
Princeton and elsewhere expressed the desire for permanent memorial 
of his long and faithful ministry. A fund was collected by popular sub- 
scription, and on June 4, 1931, a memorial door, designed by Mr. Ralph 
Adams Cram, was dedicated. Bishop Matthews officiated, assisted by 
the Rev. William O. Baker, D. D., the son of Dr. Baker, and the rec- 
tor; Dr. John Grier Hibben,* President of Princeton University and 
for many years a friend of the parish, made the address; Dr. Henry 
van Dyke,* a close friend of Dr. Baker’s, read a poem which he had 
written for the occasion; Bishop Knight, the Very Rev. Ralph E. 
Urban, and the pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, the Rev. 
Charles R. Erdman, D. D., were present. 

September 1931, the Lady Chapel was reopened, having been re- 
furnished and redecorated through the generosity of a member of the 
parish, 

March 20, 1933, Mr. Willard H. Bradford, Senior Warden of 
the parish, a member of the vestry since 1909, died at his home in 
Princeton. He was buried from the church on April 1, Bishop 
Matthews, the rector, the Rev. Thomas A. Conover, the Rev. John 
Crocker and the Rev. James Richards officiating. Bishop Knight, the Rt. 
Rey. Ralph Urban, recently consecrated Bishop-suffragan of the diocece, 
and others were present. 

Trinity Sunday, 1933, the One Hundredth Anniversary of the 
parish is observed. There are today 725 baptized persons and 485 
communicants; total ministrations since 1833, 2306 baptisms, 1758 
confirmations, 445 marriages and 1308 burials. The list of the present 
organizations of the parish is to be found at the back of this booklet.
